London, May M. — Every oilier topic 
in Great Britain has been (dropped out 
of sight before tlie passing away of 
Gladstone. Hnwanicn focasses atten- 
tion, which from the highest Jo the low- 
est man in the street is respectful. The 
city Is profoundly moved, now thai the 
hour is come when, to quote from Mr. 
Chamberlain last evening at tflie Civil 
Service banquet, "the greatest statesman 
of our time and generation is passing to 
his lusting place." 

In two places,. perhaps, was the tension 
most keen and most heartfelt, the 
Mouse of Commons and Ilawarden. Just 
before the house rose n telegram from 
Mr. Herbert Gladstone to Lord Stan- 
ley announced that bis father was sink- 
ing. In the opinion of nil it was the 
last of a long series of bulletins anxious- 
ly awaited and mournfully received. Al- 
most before bis death the hush of grief 
seemed to fall over the scene of his 
triumphs and from the present: men turn- 
ed to the past, recalling bis sayings and 
doings. A great lion lay dying; bis old 
colleagues, his one time enemies and fol- 
lowers, watched his last long fight with 
his Inst few as they watched past days 
his light against 'foes whom lie could ov- 
ercome. True to himself, he was yield- 
ing slowly, inch by inch. It. was general- 
ly felt nt St. Stephen's that his dying 
was but the sequel to that great scene 
witnessed several yours npo. when, his 
last speech over, he quitted the house 
without one word of spoken adieu. 

Anticipating the inevitable, the mem- 
bers of the government discussed the ap- 
propriate procedure to be observed, and 
resolved that no effort on their part 
should be wanting to mark a suitable 
sense of their loss. Disregarding recent 
precedent it was decided that the pro- 
cedure in parliament should be the same 
as that adopted in the cases of the Earl 
of Chatham and that or the younger 
Pitt, namely an address to Her Majesty 
praying for n funeral at the public 
charge und a monument erected in "West- 
minster Abbey. 

Throughout the whole kingdom every 
public gathering has added its words of 
deep grief to the volume of national 
mourning clearly voiced In the telegram 
from tin? Prince of Wales to Mr. Henry 
Gladstone: "My thoughts are with yon, 
your mother nnd family nt this very 
trying time you are experiencing, God 
grant that your father docs not suffer. 
(Signed! Albert Edward."

Ottawa, May IS. — In the House of 
Commons to-day Mr. McOleary, of Weir 
lend, protesting against the non-enforce- 
ment of the Canadian alien lahor law, 
said that while he wanted to see the 
United States victorious in the present 
war with Spain, yet he thought the un- 
derlying feeling of Canadians was they 
would like to see the Americans spanked 
u little at lirst owing to their ill-treat- 
ment of Canadians. 

There were loud cries of dissent, nnd 
then the Premier rose and dissented 
from these observations. He stated that 
Mr. MeCleury's observations were ill- 
times .with regard to our duty ns a neu- 
tral country. Canada had a strong feel- 
ing of sympathy with our neighbors in 
the present war. (Applause.") Person- 
ally he would submit to any inconveni- 
ence just now from the operation of the 
American alien law than do anything 
to injure the good feeling at present ex- 
isting between the States and Britain. 
It would be a deplorable thing if the 
Canadian parliament did anything to 
mar that feeling. 

Sir Charles Tapper expressed com- 
plete acquiescence in Premier Laurier's 
remarks. 

Mr. Charlton asked the government if 
they intended doing anything to prevent 
Senor Polo y Bcrnabe, late Spanish 
minister at Washington, from compro- 
mising Canada us a neutral power hy us- 
ing this country ns a base of communi- 
cation with bis government and Spani- 
ards in the United States. The arrest 
of the spy Downing at Washington and 
compromising papers found upon him 
showed that the Spanish minister was 
conducting business relating to war while 
in Canada. Sir Wilfrid replied that the 
government, hud no knowledge that Bcr- 
nabe had done anything to warrant in- 
terference hy the government.

BLOCKADE NO GOOD. 
Key West, May IS.— Senor G. Boeh> 
the wealthy Havana cigar merchant, 
who is waiting here for permission to go 
to Havana on the German steamer Pol- 
arin, denies the stories of suffering and 
starvation hi the large Cuban towns. He 
claims to have over 0,400 men working 
on his tobnceo plantation, and incidental- 
ly raising food enough for themselves 
and a large community besides. Senor 
Bock says he is informed as to the real 
situation and can set as many more men 
to work raising food whenever needed; 
The farmers who are raising products 
for the Spaniards, he explained) are. 
armed and protected hy' the government; 
and he asserts that the present blockade 
cannot starve Havana or any other part 
of Cuba into surrender. 

When asked what was becoming of the 
Cuban population meanwhile, he shrug- 
ged his shoulders and remarked: ''Tlie- 
stones that the burned fields and deso- 
lated farms between Havana, Silgua 
la Grande and Matanzas, told hy Ameri- 
can investigators, were true when writ- 
ten: but a fortnight ago we put those 
farms in working order when protected 
by the government and we are raising a 
crop every forty days. 

"The island will be captured hy the- 
United States; the force against us is too 
great; but it will he many months yet. 
I am a German. Yes, I am also a Span- 
iard, but I wish it were all over to-mor- 
row. Yet it will never he ended as the 
war is now being carried on; twenty 
thousand American troops landed there . 
cannot take the island. It is not like 
the Philippines. The people of Cuba 
are armed hy the government and they 
will fight. How soon I go, I do not 
know. I wait now for the permission., I 
know the situation and not afraid of 
starvation in Havana. Further, you 
have but four weeks now to the sick 
season and lighting for you then will be 
impossible." 

The naval authorities here are said to 
be fighting vigorously against the re- 
lease of tbe I'olaria. They say her ad- 
mission to Havana now would he the 
height of folly and if. is believed that 
the permission which it was understood 
had been granted her to proceed to Ha- 
vana will, if it was nctunlly issued, bo 
cancelled on representations to Wtsh- 
ington. Naval officers point out that 
while the CienftlCgos cable has been cut, 
cable communication between Havana 
and Madrid is still continued, probably 
through the Santiago do Cuba cable. 



SAN JUAN BOMBABDMENT. 

Spanish Governor Makes a Report on 
tlu? Damage .Done. 

St. Thomas. Danish West. Indies, May 
IS.— Over thirty Porto ltico refugees, 
mostly women- with very little money, 
arrived here last night on board the' 
freight steamer llodriguez. It is report- 
ed that tlK> governor-general of Porto- 
Bico has issued a proclamation saying 
eight soldiers were killed and thirty- 
four wounded as a result of the bombard- 
ment of the forts at San Juan by a por- 
tion of Bear Admiral Sampson's fleet on 
May 12. He adds that two guns wore- 
dismounted at Morro Castle, which oth- 
erwise was little damaged. He says the 
other forts were not much hurt. In the 
town one shot penetrated the palace 
and the corner of a powder house was 
carried away. The Spanish transport 
Alplfonso XII. and the Spanish freight 
steamer Manuel were damaged by the 
American fire.

WILL DO AUSTRALIA GOOD. 

Antipodean Trade Expected to Prosper 
Through the Spanish Wrtr. 

There is a good deal of speculation 
just now as to the effect which the 
present war between the United States 
and Spain may have on our commerce, 
says the Sydney Mail. From America 
our chief imports are kerosene, lumber, 
tinned fish and fruits, and paper. Be- 
sides the mail hoats. two of which — the 
Mariposa and the Alameda— are under 
the American Hag, the trade has hither- 
to been carried on in sailing ships, but 
practically the bulk of our trade is un- 
der the British flag, for protection has 
even more effectually swept the once fa- 
mous American ships from the sea than 
war would. Though neither Spain nor 
America is a party to the declaration of 
Paris, which provides that neutral ships 
may not be interfered with, unless they 
are carrying contraband of war, or at- 
tempting to run a blockade, there is no 
doubt the commercial nations of Eur 
ope would insist on the belligerents ob 
serving it, It is improbable also that 
Spain would attempt to blockade a Pa 
cific port, Therefore, the only direct dif- 
ference, to us would lie in the withdraw- 
al or transfer of the- American boats 
now trading here and the substitution of 
colonial boats. The tendency of war is 
usually to raise prices, and this would. 



no doubt, happen to a certain extent 
with regard to American goods. Also 
there is some significance in the asser- 
tion that Britain proposes to regard coal 
is contraband of war in the West In- 
dies, should our ocean tramps think of 
running Australian coal to where both 
navies will want it badly. 

So much for our direct relations with 
the war. Indirectly it may affect us in 
many ways apart from the general ef- 
fect on commerce. If the energy of 
Spanish privateers— and we know what 
ojic vessel in the case of the Alabama 
can do— affects, as it is bound to tlo, the 
American Atlantic trade, the meat sup- 
plies and wheat supplies from America 
to England will suffer. In the case of 
the meat, Australasia will probably be 
called on to till the aching void in the 
collective British stomach. Trade of 
this kind one diverted is difficult to re- 
store, and it may be that the ill wind 
which will blow against the American 
grazier and the Chicago butcher will 
prove a balmy zephyr in the Australian 
back blocks. As for wheat, our surplus 
is not great enough to fill any appreci- 
able gap, but the locking up of the Am- 
erican wheat supply, which the enter- 
prising Mr. Loiter had already effected 
financially, would no doubt send our 
prices up appreciably. Practically, how- 
ever, America could ship her wheat 
through Canada at comparatively small 
additional cost.

On 
Thursday last she left on her maiden 
trip up stream and 120 hours later was at 
Glenora. Returning she was but hour.- 
covering the same distance, being bad 
at Wrangel on Saturday evening. 

According to news received by the 
City of Seattle yesterday the Ramona 
had grounded in coming down the river 
on her lust trip. Sin* was not ashore 
for long before the Ogilvie pulled hei 
off, it is believed, with little if any dam- 
age. The Courser, too, had a little 
mishap through her machinery becoming 
disabled, but the Stikine fleet apart from 
these accidents has thus far been oper 
ated without misfortune of anyTdnd. 

Among the passengers to arrive on 
the City of Seattle yesterday were Cap- 
tain Troup, the official in charge of the 
C. P. It. Stikine business, and Mr. 
Perry, C. E., who pronounces the river 
in admirable shape for handling all the 
business offering.

STRANDED PROSPECTORS. 

Party of Five Going Into Finlay River 
Country I,oses Their Outfit. 

Chas. .7. Adair, of San Francisco, a 
member of a stranded up-country mining 
expedition registered at the Victoria ho- 
tel last evening. With four others he 
left Victoria for the head waters of the 
Finlay river and had covered the great- 
er part of his trip when the accident 
which accounts for bis return to the 2ity. 
occurred. Those with him were E. Jj, 
Fisher, of Haywoods, Gal., and .7. B. 
Rhodes, S. Roll and Chas. F. Tnlb'ert, 
of Los Angeles. The men started out 
on an eighteeii-montlis' prospecting tour 
provided with a very complete outfit. The 
party made good headway to Qucsnclle 
and from then; on had engaged an In- 
dian to pilot them to their destination. 
The native bad been recommended to 
them as knowing well the way and wat- 
ers over which they had to drag their 
scow freighted us it was with their pro- 
visions and outfits but it was found that 
he had not been over the route before. 
This side of Fort George canyon, on 
Bhickwater river, the scow ran into a 
log and quick as a shot the barge upset, 
throwing men, freight and all into a 
lushing current. The men all escaped, 
but Itoll came withing an inch of being 
drowned. He was clutching the log with 
his finger nails when rescued by his com- 
panions. So swift was the river and so 
rapidly was the freight carried down 
stream that nothing but u few blankets 
could be saved. Fortunately another 
party bound up river came along and be- 
hnilcd furnished the destitute men with 
sufficient food to keep them from starv- 
ing for n few days. The next day u 
canoe load of Indians bound down the 
river was hailed and inquiries being 
made it was learned that they, too, had 
met with misfortune, losing big canoe 
loads of their effects together with sev 
end bear carcases. They were without 
food also, and the white party divided 
with them and succeeded in sending 
word further down stream by the In 
dians, thus getting assistance. Their 
outfit, which was a total loss, was val 
ued at $3,000. The party is now broken 
up, Adair being the only one returning 
to Victoria, while two remain at Ques- 
nelle and two have joined a second pat- 
ty bound into the same country.

TI7E OPPOSITION LINE. 

Cable Laying For The Western Union 
In Progress— Early Connection 
Assured. 

With businesslike celerity that speaks 
well for the methods of the company the 
Western Union officials are perfecting 
their telegraphic connection with Vic 
toria and expect that within a week the 
line will have been installed. Work on 
the laying of the big three-strand cable 
commenced yesterday morning at Port 
Angeles and Albert Head, the two ob- 
jective points. The tug Iconic is engaged 
in .the work and the supervision of this 
important undertaking is in the hands of 
Mr. D. R. Dnvies. The cable is forty 
miles long and its size can be otherwise 
estimated from the fact that it took nine 
cars to transport it over the continent 
to Tacoma.

Work 
on the overland line from Albert Head 
into the city has also been started, Mr. 
.7. 17. McFarland, who is to have charge 
of this' part of the undertaking, having 
left Victoria with a staff of seven or 
eight men yesterday morning. He in- 
tends doubling his staff as soon ns pos 
sible. so that work may be pushed for- 
ward to completion.

' What .Spain's Policy lias Done- for Them 
- Characteristic Vices of Span- 
ish Rule. 

(N. Y. Commercial Advertiser.) 
The Philippine Islands, sometimes 
• called the Manilas, number about (>00, of 
which the majority are mere islets, and 
have .an area of about 52,000 square 
miles. 

The happy, geographical position of the 
. archipelago is the first thing to strike 
:sn observer. It is situated upon the im- 
mediate coast of China, close to Japan, 
connected by an unbroken chain with all 
the islands to the south and east of it. 
. and lies in the direct route between the 
Old and New World. 

"The whole world," says Kotzebue, 
"does not offer a more advantageous sta- 
tion for commerce than the town of 
Manila, situated as it is in the neighbor- 
hood of the richest countries of Asia and 
almost midway between Europe and 
America." 

.Spanish jealousy for a long time closed 
the port of Manila, but after our Revolu- 
tion it was opened to all nations, and 
since then the Philippines have risen 
rapidly in commercial importance, for- 
merly their export trade was confined 
chiefly to sugar and indigo, for Europe, 
. and the costly Indian bird's nests and 
snails, considered as a restorative of 
strength, for the Chinese. Hut the is- 
lands are full of natural wealth. Coffee 
of the best quality, cocoa, two kinds of 
cotton, grow wild. Abundance of the fin- 
est sago trees and whole woods of cin- 
namon flourish ia Lucon. Nutmegs, 
cloves ami nil the produce of the Moluc- 
cas abound, and also pearl, amber and 
cochineal: gold, silver and other metals. 
The Philippines now export, besides 
these, sapan wood, ebony, sulphur, tor- 
toise-shell, cordage, cloth of native man- 
ufacture and very delicate and curious 
jewellers' work ia gold and silver. 

The climate of these islands has the 
mingled softness and violence of the tro- 
pics. The humid air gives then) the ap- 
pearance of perpetual spring. The trees 
are always in leaf, the fields always cov- 
ered with flowers, and blossom and fruit 
often appear together on the same tree. 
But earthquakei; and hurricanes fre- 
quently devastate this smiling beauty, 
as the principal part of the group comes 
within the latitude of typhoons. The 
islands are traversed by lofty chains of 
■ mountains, in which volcanoes occur, 
anil these volcanoes are considered as 
safety valves against earthquakes, since 
the extinction of their eruptions is al- 
ways followed by terrific upheavals. 
The rainy season lasts from May until 
September or sometimes December. The 
vegetation is consequently over-luxur- 

The principal grain is rice. Wheat 
was introduced by the Spaniards. Cocoa 
was brought there in 1070 and has thriv- 
en finely, but European fruit trees cease 
t > bear when transported thither. The 
orange tree grows in the open fields: 
wild bananas, palms, bread-fruit and betel 
nut trees are indigenous. The tobacco is 
considered the best in Asia. Cattle are 
numerous and fish abound in amazing 
variety. Boars, monkeys and poisonous 
snakes infest the forests and croeidiles 
the multitudinous rivers. 

In this lazy climate, with his few 
wants supplied by over-generous nature, 
it could hardly be expected that the na- 
tive should develop much energy. In 
fact, the great obstacles to the develop- 
ment of the Philippines have been, first, 
the aversion of the islanders to field la- 
bor, and, second, the policy pursued by 
Spain. 

When first visited by Magellan in his 
voyage around the world they were in- 
habited by. a race of savages inferior in 
every respect to the adjacent, pagan na- 
tions. The Spanish Government took 
possession, by means of a Meet sent from 
Me.vico, and slowly absorbed island after 
island, but finding no rich manufacture* 
or mines did not trouble itself at first 
about commerce, being satisfied with 
drawing a fixed capitation tax from the 
natives. The unappropriated land was 
freely distributed to colonists, and the re- 
sult was an intermixture of the native 
and colonial population, which contribu- 
ted to raise the condition of the former. 

Spain did not perpetrate in the Philip- 
pines those cruelties of which she has 
been guilty in all her other colonies. In 
fact, she had no pretext for them here, 
as the natives submitted easily both to 
her dominion nad that of the Catholic 
church, synonymous here as wherever 
Spain has planted her (lag. 

It was at. Cebu that the Spanish ban- 
ner was first unrolled. A few years la- 
ter a settlement was made at the mouth 
of the Manila Iliver and constituted the 
capital of the Spanish possessions in the 
archipelago. The infant colony of Ma- 
nila was attacked by Chinese pirates in 
1574, and suffered severely. When the 
Dutch established themselves in India a 
war began between them and tin' Span- 
iards which lasted nearly half a century. 
Meantime natives of China had emigrat- 
ed to the Philippines in such numbers 
that in 1CU«> they amounted to 30,000. 
The Spaniards hated these emigrants, in 
spite of their industry and inoffensive- 
ness, and nbout 1639 made an attack up- 
on them: and in the words of an old 
writer, "reduced their numbers to 7,- 
000, who surrendered at discretion." In 
1707 the Viceroy of the islands sent all 
the Chinese back to their own country, 
nor have any been allowed since to settle 
in the Philippines except by embracing 
the Christian religion. 

In the war which broke out in 1701 be- 
tween Great Britain and Spain, an En- 
glish fleet attacked Manila and took it 
after a seige of twelve days. It re- 
mained in the hands of the English until 
the close of the war when by treaty the 
town, with the port of Cavite, was re- 
stored to Spain. 

Since that time the colonies have not 
been molested by Europeans, though 
they have been obliged to repel constant 
attacks from the natives of those islands 
which are not Spanish. 

The government of the Philippines has 
usuallv from the earliest times been in 
the hands of a military man, though 
sometimes naval officers, members of the 
Supreme Court, or even ecclesiastics 
have administered It. The archipelago, 
including Sulll, is divided into thirteen 
provincial governments, three military 
general divisions, forty-three military 
provincial divisions and four provincial 
governments under naval officers— a total 
of sixty-three divisions and subdivisions. 

Side by side with this civil government 
stands the power of the Church, which 
has exerted an immense influence on the 
local history of those islands, generally 
retarding and hampering the administra- 
tion. A petrified conservatism the result 
of this and all other vices of Spanish 
policy, has for three .centuries retarded 
the natural development of the colony, 
Spain has divided her attention.as usual, 
between gathering in dollars and saving 
souls. The neutrality of her whole ad- 
ministration, the confusion of the legal 
system, want of public works or oven 
money for repairs to highways and 
bridges, all those are consequences of the 
weakness of the imperial government 
and the arrogance of the local rule, and 
fully account for the fact that the Phil- 
ippines to-day, in spite of their natural 
advantages, are among the mostprimi 
live of colonial possessions. 

After the secession of Mexico in the 
second decade of this century and the 
consequent loss to Spain of the Mexican 
subsidy, the central government found 
itself obliged to relax somewhat the re- 
straint on the development of the Philip 



pines. The islands yielded in annual rev 
cnue of about .$0,000,000, derived partly 
from customs, lotteries and rallies and 
from government monoplies, ..such as 
opium and cock-fighting and the Chinese 
capitation tax. 

The import and export trade is Iargel 
in the hands of the British and Germai 
mediants, while the retail trade is 
most monopolized by the Chinese. 

The city of Manila, on the Island o 
Luzon, is fortified by battlemented wall 
and surrounded by water. It is a tow 
of about 200,000 people, dull, sombre an 
monastic in appearance, except as the 
various dress of the inhabitants, foreign 
native, Chinese and half-breeds, lend 
color to the scene. The bay has a ciu 
cumference of about 120 nautical miles 
and is too large to afford a safe shclte; 
to shipping.

GLADSTONE. 

Gladstone is dead. A lone; and useful 
life has ended. The world mourns one 
of its greatest men, What place the 
deceased statesman will occupy in ih.<> 
estimation of future generations it would 
be folly to attempt to forecast. History 
plays strange pranks with reputa- 
tions which are great during the 
lifetime of their possessors. Glad- 
stonc has so long been prominent 
-i! is (ili years since he first 
end red parliament— that he has formed 
an integral part of the public; life of 
Great Britain and has been a factor to 
bo reckoned with during the whole of 
the period over which the recollection of 
most men now living extends. Sixty-four 
years ago, before most of the public 
men of the day in any part of the world 
were out of pinafores, Gladstone was a 
member of a British ministry. More 
than half a century ago he renounced 
his Conservative associations and be- 
came a Liberal. It is utterly impossible 
for those who have been contemporary 
with such a man to correct'}- gauge his 
influence upon the natiou. to which he 
belonged, ami the civilized world, with 
the affairs of which he was so intimately 
associated. 

William Bwnrt Gladstone was born 
December 20. 1800. His father was Sir 
John Gladstone, Bai t., a Liverpool mer- 
chant, hut with his .mother, a na- 
tive of Scotland. The dead statesman 
had from the outset all the advantages 
of means, education and high social po- 
sition. He left Oxford in his 22nd year, 
when he graduated with the highest 
honors in classics and mathematics, ami 
in the following year the Duke of New- 
castle caused him to be returned to par- 
liament for the pocket borough of New- 
ark. Since then he has been conspicuous 
in public life. Two years after his entry 
into parliament Sir Robert Peel gave 
him a place in bis administration. Peel 
was defeated in 1835, but on his return 
to power in 1841, Gladstone was again 
given a portfolio. lie remained associat- 
ed with Peel until 1S4C, when that 
statesman again went out and his min- 
istry with him. It was not until 1852 
that Gladstone again took office, this 
time as a Liberal in the Aberdeen min- 
istry, in which he was Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. lie retained this office under 
•Palmerstou, lor a short time. He was 
re-appointed to it in 1859 and retained it 
for seven years. In 1806 the Russell 
ministry was defeated, but its successor, 
having passed a Reform bill, was thrown 
out by the new doctorate ami Gladstone 
became Prime Minister in 1868. He 
retained office for six years, was defeat- 
ed in 1874, but returned to power in 
1SS0; was again defeated in 1885, but 
came back the next year for a live 
mouths' term. In 1802 he was once 
more at. the head of affairs, retiring in 
1894. He was only out of the House of 
Commons for a year and a half in all his 
Jong career. 

Space will not permit of a review of 
his work as a statesman and scholar. 
His great career has been the subject of 
the keenest criticism. Yet friends and 
opponents alike concede his right to the 
title of "Grand Old Man," and regard 
him as an ornament to the nation to 
the service of. which his life has been de- 
voted. 



THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

Mr. Elelmcken introduced a resolution 
in the house yesterday declaring that 
preference ought to be given to natives 
of British Columbia in appointments to 
the civil service. As no other member of 
the house enjoys the dignity of being a 
native born son, it is not surprising that 
Mr. Hehncken's proposition did not com- 
mend itself to any one else, although 
several meinb-Jra declared they would 
have voted for it. it. it could he phrased 
to mean something a little different. Xo 
one seemed to know just what ho want- 
ed, and the suggestion of Mr. Higglns 
that the resolution should be amended 
to read "born or raised" in British Col- 
umbia only served to make the diffi- 
culty of meeting the case greater. Every 
one knows, what Mr. Helmcken is aim- 
ing at; but. it is not very easy to state 
the idea in writing, 'at least in the form 
of a resolution 1 . It would be wholly 
impossible for the house to give any di- 
icction to the government, on the subject, 
which must, as Mr. Forster very proper- 
ly observed, be left to the discretion of 
the ministers. 

The matter is one that will bear ven- 
tilating, for there is a principle invol- 
ved in. it and a mistaken idea is abroad 
In regard to it. The mistaken idea is 
that the civil service is filled up with 
men imported principally from the Moth- 
er Country — English dudes, as the phrase 
is.' This ia very far from being the ease. 
The dude element is conspicuous by its 
absence in the British Columbia civil 
service; which is composed almost whol- 
ly of men who attend to their business 
til n modest way. Very few or the moni- 
.lers of this body have not; either been 



born in Canada or been long enough in 
| the province to become thoroughly Ciui- 
I adian in their instincts and customs. 
There may be a few exception'3, but they 
ure> unimportant. The principle^ involved 
is this: The civil •ervice ought, to lie 
filled with the best, men available and 
ought to he open to all British subjects, 
no matter wlie.v they are born. The ac- 
cident of birth should disqualify no man 
for holding a position under the govern- 
ment. At the same time it is right that 
when it is consistent with the public ser- 
vice those persons who have been iden- 
tified for a long time with the province 
should be given preference when any 
ofliees have to be tilled. As a general 
proposition we should he entirely oppos- 
ed to the idea ot giving offices in British 
Columbia to men who come to the prov- 
ince expressly to take them. The Col- 
onist has taken this i>ositioii in regard 
to the chief justiceship. The man who 
comes to British Columbia only because 
he is offered an official position ought to 
be permitted to stay away, when there 
are in the province equally qualified men 
for the place to which he is appointed. 
But it may well lie that for some special 
position certain qualifications may be 
required, which are not possessed by any 
one already a resident, of the prov- 
ince in an equal degree lo an available 
person who is a non-resident. In Bnell 
cases it: would be to the public interest 
to select the outsider. The public wel- 
fare ought always to be thought of first. 

It is also out of the question in a 
growing province like our own to think 
of filling all ordinary government offices 
by natives of the province or by persons 
who have for a long time been iden- 
tified with British Columbia. There 
are now communities made tip almost 
wholly of new coiners. There will he 
more of them by and bye, and to estab- 
lish the rule that these new coiners can 
have no share in the administration of 
affairs would be, as the Premier said, 
to put an obstacle in the way of immi- 
gration at a time when we want every 
one to come to the province who is will- 
ing to help develope it. At the same 
time, not, only those persons, who have 
been a long time in Hi,, province, but the 
new comers also are alike of the opin- 
ion that the civil service ought, to be 
tilled whenever possible from the ranks 
of men who are Canadian in their train- 
ing and sentiment ami if it is possible 
to do so without too much restricting the 
choice of the government, the majority 
of the people should like lo see the jun- 
ior places filled with young men who 
are either natives of the province or 
have been resident: here long enough to 
be in associations and ambitions British 
Columbia boys. 

JAPAN AS A COMPETITOR. 

' In the cour.se of his very interesting 
observations made to a Colonist reporter 
and printed in yesterday's issue .if (he 
paper, Mr. Troup, lately of the British 
diplomatic service in Japan, mentioned 
tliaMbe cost of living there had increas- 
ed 7." per cent since the war. Mr. George 
Anderson, Canadian trade commissioner 
to Japan, points out in his reporl that 
wages have increased 7.~> per cent, daz- 
ing the same period. The rate of wages is 
yet far below Hie Canadian standard, 
but the tendency is upward and if is not 
likely to be arrested. Japanese cheap 
labor will soon be a thing ot" the past. 
It is not difficult to account, for this. 
To an isolated people, as the Japanese 
have practically been until very recently, 
ami us the Chinese are now. the i -tan- 
ner of living is simple and the expense 
'1 's the siime in all parts of the 
world. The Freneli-Canndian, in Hi 
isolation of remote settlements, is 
cheap liver. When he is brought into 
contract with other people he spends 
his money as lavishly as they do. He 
has more and he wants more. It is an 
economic rule that our wants increase 
as our ability, to supply them increases. 
Nearly every one in this community can 
prove ibis principle by his own experi- 
ence. Few of us were born rich; few 
were not compelled to begin at the bot- 
tom of the ladder of life. But in nearly 
< very case, as the capacity of earning in- 
eieased, the wants to he supplied in- 
creased also. As with individuals so 
with communities and nut ions. As the 
facilities of production increase the de- 
mand for products increases. 

Moreover it may be stated as a general 
proposition that taking all things into con- 
sideration it eosls about as much to do 
anything in one place as in another, 
witli such variations as are due to iiat- 
llial facilities. Doubtless man for man 
Canadians can do more work in Hie same 
lime than Japanese, are equally skillful 
and more resourceful. It is probable that 
under the stimulus of novelty or anxiety 
to learn, a Japanese may sometimes do 
more work in the same time ami do it 
as well as a Canadian: but such install -cs 
are exceptional, and it will doubtless be 
found that as a general proposition, the 
Canadian, the American or the British 
workman will do more work and better 
work- in the' same length of time than 
the Japanese. At present he wants much 
more pay; but that is because his wants 
are more than those of the Japanese — 
we speak now of the Japanese at home. 
When with the adoption of European 
civilization new wants become general in 
Japan, wages will hare to advance to 
keep puce with Ibeni. As the Japanese 
workman learns to make things, lie will 
begin to learn to want to use them and 
he will demand pay that, will enable him 
to purchase them. Another important 
consideration is the change in the diet 
of the people. Until very recently the 
Japanese people lived within themselves. 
Now they are beginning to use imported 
foods and this means higher wages. If. 
will be a long time before the scale of 
Japanese wages reaches that in force in 
this country, but the indications are flint 
it will not be long before the Increased

AN ANGLO-AMERICAN ALLIANCE 

If an alliance is effected between (!i\r.it 
Britain and the United States it will not 
be on sentimental grounds alone, but 
because of mutual interest. Hereafter 
it. will be impossible fur the bitter couu- 
tiy to refrain from participating in inter- 
national politics. It is idle to talk, as 
some of the newspapers and public men 
do, of defeating Spain and then retiring 
into the position heretofore occupied. 
There can be no step backward 111 a 
matter of this kind. When once the 
Washington government undertook to 
coerce a European power, it departed 
forever from its policy of isolation. It 
is clear that no nation other than Great 
Britain possesses the same interests as 
the United States in regard to Asia an I 
America. Not less than Great Britain 
does the United States require "an open 
door" in Asia. Not less than the United 
States is Great Britain interested in 
preventing European usurpation on the, 
American continent. It must not be 
forgotten that the Monroe doctrine owes 
its origin to a British prime minister. 
1 1 was George Canning who suggested - .o 
President Monroe that lie should declare 
that any interference with the self-gov- 
erning communities of America would 
be regarded by the Washington govern- 
ment as an unfriendly act. and it wis 
well known in every capital in Europe 
that Canning stood ready to pledge the 
active support of the United Kingdom 
to the policy thus declared. Next to the 
United States, Great Britain is the 
greatest American power, for though the 
population of Canada, Newfoundland, 
the West Indies and British Guiana is 
less than that of Mexico or Brazil, whon 
it comes to energy, commerce and aggres- 
sive power the British possessions take 
a place ahead of those nations. The 
British government is therefore as much 
interested as that of the United States 
in seeing that no European power shall 
be allowed to disturb the existing status 
of the continent. 

There is more than a sympathy be- 
tween (he crowned and Hie uncrowned re- 
public in regard to the principles of 
government. Naturally the democracy of 
Great Britain and the democracy of the 
United States alike feel that (he im- 
perialism of Continental Europe, whet li- 
cc it takes the form of absolute govern- 
ment or masks under the semblance of 
popular institutions as in Europe, must 
not be allowed to gain any greater foot- 
hold than it at. present has. Between the 
dynasties of Europe mid the people there 
is an antagonism thai will not down, 
and the expanding tendency of popular 
government in (be British Empire and 
the democratic institutions of the United 
Slates are a constant, incentive to the 
masses of Continental Europe to assert 
themselves. That Ihe empires of Europe 
would crush out Anglo-American self- 
government, if they were able, is In-yon 1 
u question. If either one of the English- 
speaking nations should be worsted in 
war, the fate of the other would follow 
fast, and liberty would be :\ lost cause 
nil over the world. 



MR, MARTIN'S SLANDERERS. 

It is very hard to characterize in lan- 
guage the action of those persons who 
have been the meails of circulating the 
calumnies against the Hon. (i. B. Mar- 
tin, which attribute to him the state- 
ment that a Chinamnn is better than a 
Canadian, What Mr. Martin actually 
said is or ought to be known to every 
one and it is a matter of surpise that 
any branches of the Trades and Labor 
Council should base resolutions upon 
what is simply a foul slander. Mr. Mar- 
tin has fully explained what, he said. 
Admitting that he hud once had a China- 
man in his employ, lie said that: he hud 
discharged him because he whsmi Ohtna- 
mari, although be was better adapted 
for his work than any Canadian he had 
«V«r hired. Conceding for the sake of 



argument that a reporter who heard Mr. 
Martin speak misunderstood him, it is 
considered simply ordinary decency to 
accept a speaker's own version of what 
he said. But the Trades and Labor 
Councils of Victoria and Rossland have 
seen lit to take what the reporter un- 
derstood Mr. Martin to say and not 
what Mr. Martin says he said. It ought 
not to be necessary to point out to those 
who hate been instrumental in having 
resolutions passed condemning Mr. Mar- 
tin for his alleged utterance, that if 
public men are to be tried and found 
guilty for saying what they expressly 
deny having said, if a speaker is to be 
held accountable for the way in which a 
reporter catches his words, if u mem- 
ber of the legislature is not to be accord- 
ed the privilege that is allowed every 
other person in the world of saying that 
be has been misunderstood, public life 
will become unfit for decent people. 

Especially unjust, is such action in 
regard to Mr. Martin. The chief commis- 
sioner was speaking on the subject of 
Chinese labor. He was declaring that he 
had always been opposed to it. He was 
pointing out. thut only once was a China- 
man ever employed upon his premises, 
although he has for years been an em- 
ployer of labor. He was telling the 
house that in order to give effect, to his 
principle of employing none but: white 
labor, he discharged the Chinaman on 
learning that, he was employed, and in 
order to emphasize the fact that the 
discharge was not due to the ineffi- 
ciency of Ihe workman, he added that be 
was better suited for his work than any 
Canadian he had ever employed. Later 
when correcting the report, of his speech 
he explained that, the work ut. which the 
Chinaman was engaged was gardening 
and irrigating, and it: is not very difficult 
'o understand bow it. might happen that 
Mr. Martin never bad a Canadian as ex- 
pert, at this work as a. Chinaman. We 
suppose that there are five hundred peo- 
ple' in British Columbia who can say 
the same thing with perfect truth about 
Chinese workmen, but no one except 
a very foolish person would imagine that 
this would mean Unit they regarded the 
Chinese r.re superior to- Canadians. 
Competent Canadian gardeners are 
scarce in British Columbia, and it is 
lory hard that when Mr. Martin let a 
good man go because he was a Chinaman, 
he should be scandalized throughout the 
length and breadth of the province upon 
the false charge of- having declared that 
in his opinion the Chinaman is a superior 
creature. • We do not suppose that the 
slander will cost Mr. Martin a single 
vote. In his own constituency his rec- 
ord is well known. The people to whose 
surternges lto will appeal know his at- 
titude in regard to Chinese labor. But 
it, is none the less a regrettable thing 
that the Trades and Labor Councils 
above referred lo bare been so Ill-advis- 
ed and have placed themselves on record 
US condemning a public man upon 
grounds wliich he has declared in the 
most, positive manner possible are whol- 
ly false.

lion. Sir. Eberts in explanation said 
that his answer given on April 17 was 
in response to a question that really had 
not been connected .with his department. 
He had got the answer from the proper 
department, but the department had 
since informed him that it was incorrect 
and as a matter of fact royalty had been 
collected. The answer he hud given was 
not a legal! opinion, but a bald fact. The 
present motion by Mr. Kidd was really 
a left-handed way of moving want of 
confidence in the government. He would 
say, however, that if a mistake bad been 
made — though he would not say one bail 
—by any officer in carrying out the law 
the government would seek to put. it 
right and he trusted that Mr. Kidd would 
withdraw his motion. 

Mr. Kidd explained that he had no 
idea of moving a want of confidence mo- 
tion and now that the attention of the 
government was called to the matter lie 
would ask leave to withdraw his resolu- 
tion. 

Permission was given and tin? resolu- 
tion was withdrawn. 
CIVIL SERVICE APPOINTMENTS. 

Mr. Helmcken moved that in the 
opinion of this house preference should 
he given to those who have been horn 
in this province in tilling appointments 
in tlie civil service of British Columbia. 
He did not move this in n spirit of hos- 
tility or censure. It was only right that 
where all other things were equal 
children brought up in this province 
should have the preference in the ap- 
pointments, 

Hon. Mr. Turner while to a certain ex- 
tent sympathizing with the tenor of the 
resolution wns very sorry to see such 
motion on paper. This province was en- 
deavoring to encourage an influx of pop- 
ulation and if they were met at the 
outset with a wall that stopped all but 
those born in the province from entering 
the public service it would have a bud 
effect. Take his own case; it certainly 
would be very hard to say that if he 
applied for a position under the govern- 
ment he could not get it, although he had 
resided in the province for the Inst 
forty years. A very large proportion of 
those in the public service were born ia 
British Columbia, but at the same time 
to draw a line against the rest of the 
Dominion and the Empire was prejudicial 
and he could not support such a reso- 
lution. 

Mr. Forster agreed largely with the 
remarks of the Premier, but though! 
that the resolution would be improved 
by making it read to that "where quali- 
fications are equal" those born in British 
Columbia should have the preference. 

Mr. Seinlin sympathized with the pur- 
port of the resolution. It. certainly 
pointed to something that the govern- 
ment bud not done and was practically a 
vote of censure.

The latest and most interesting theme 
of conversation when Hie Aorangi called 
at Honolulu on the llth instant was the 
measure drafted in Washington by Mr. 
Thurston to be offered by President Dol 
to the Hawaiian legislature, the purport 
of which is that the island republic on 
ters into an offensive and defensive al- 
liance with the United States. This is 
considered by the friends of the measure 
na excellent step in the direction of get- 
ting the islands annexed, and there is 
every prospect that it would be heartily 
endorsed as such by the legislature. At 
the same time it is not without vigorous 
opponents, who point to the danger of 
seeking an American connection at the 
present crisis— in view of the distance of 
the islands from the California coast— 
nnd declare that the adoption of such a 
measure as proposed would be a distinct 
violation of the constitution of the re- 
public. In the course of a vigorous edi- 
torial attack upon the hill in question, 
the Independent of May 11 goes a bit 
further, and infereatinlly accuses the 
existing government of the islands of 
doing just those things that were made 
the excuse for overthrowing the mon 
nrchy. It says: 

The men who have control of this 
•eminent cannot afford to stultify 
themselves. They overturned the mon 
nrchy because, as they claimed, tin 
Queen wanted to violate the constitution 
They held up their hands in holy horror 
because the Queen signed a bill licensing 
opium. They appealed to the civilized 
world because liquor was tolerated in 
Hawaii, legislators got drunk and took 
bribes, and general corruption reigned. 

. . An opium bill is now before 
the senate, recommended by a commit- 
of the men of A liquor bill lias 
passed the senate composed of the men 
f '!);(. A member of the house has 
barged his colleagues with being under 
the control of the moneyed men; and the 
whole country, friends ami foes alike, 
e crying 'corruption,' when reading the 
ports of the experts employed by the 
committees having charge of the ac- 
counts of certain departments of the gov- 
ernment." 

On being interview as to whether 
President MeKinley had sanctioned the 
hill drafted in Washington whereby the 
republic of Hawaii should he placed un- 
der the sovereignty of the United States 
at the present juncture, a member of 
President Dole's cabinet answered: 

"No. The United States h|is nothing 
whatever to do with the scheme. Minis- 
ter Hal eh sent the draft here, lie and 
Mr. Thurston recommending it should 
be passed by this legislature. The gov- 
ernment will not do anything with it, at 
least without strong reasons being fur- 
nished for the proposed action, which 
have not as yet appeared. Our position 
here is very delicate. .VII the powers of 
government on this side necessary to the 
rat ification of the annexation treaty have 
been exercised to that end. The matter 
is now entirely with the corresponding 
powers in Washington. They are in a 
position to annex the islands, as it were, 
by saying I he word. 

"It would be a very serious matter 
for us to take any action, either with 
regard to a protectorate or neutrality, 
without more definite information than 
wo as yet possess. Perhaps the action 
the United States most desires us to 
take is to proclaim neutrality. It is an 
exceedingly delicate position. We are 
neutral and we are not neutral. Under 
our relations with the United States up 
till now, that nation is virtually using 
Honolulu as a naval station. She has 
a supply of coal here. How tar the facts 
of the case would detract from Ha- 
waii's political status of independence 
and neutrality might he hard to deter- 
mine.'' 

The Minister assented to a remark as 
to the delicacy of the situation being 
increased from the large foreign interests 
personal ami property, other than Ameri- 
can in these islands. 

"There is no telling," he observed, 
"bow far reaching might be the results 
of any mistake made by this government 
at the present moment."

iMrT - Kellie was not in favor of the 
resolution as it stood, tie thought that 
people who though not horn here and 
hud lived in British Columbia and had 
gone through hardships Wore just as en- 
titled to consideration as those born 
hero. 

Mr. Smith also failed lo see why men 
who came to the province in early days 
should be overlooked for those born in 
the province. Therefore he would vote 
against the resolution and amendment. 

Lion. Mr. Turner did not see that it 
was right to exclude children born in 
other parts of Canada who had lived 
here and were practically as much Brit- 
ish Columbians as those born in the 
province. 

Mr. Higgins looked on the resolution 
as too restricted. 

Hon. Mr. Turner incidentally remark- 
ed that he hud noticed in some of the 
newspapers the charge that the govern- 
ment employed only English dudes in 
knickerbockers.

whole session hardly let a day pass 
without, bringing the question up in one 
shape or another. It was apparent the 
opposition thought this the chance of 
their political lives— lives, he was sorry 
to see, that were fast fading away. 
I Laughter). Mr. Williams, in his speech, 
made us his great point that the laud 
grant should not exceed 10,2-10 acres a 
mile and if it could not be found within 
certain sections that the railroad could 
not get the whole grant promised them. 
He could tiud plenty of testimony that 
this view which Mr. Williams took was 
erroneous as was proved by the Colum- 
bia & Western railway land grant, the 
Nakusp oc Slocan grant and others which 
iu the preamble states that the compan- 
ies were to have a grant of land not 
exceeding a certain amount. Other sec- 
tions incidentally stated in the bills thai 
this was to be the full amount men- 
tioned in the preamble. 
Mr. Cotton here rising to interrupt, 
Mr. Hunter— Ah, the gentleman knows 
what's coming and he is getting excited. 
Would one of the pages bring the gentle- 
man a glass oC water. Leave me alone; 
don't get excited, continued he to Mr. 
Cotton. 

Mr. Hunter went on to state that what 
he wished to show was that 10,240 acres 
a mile meant a solemn covenant that 
the company was to get that much. 
There had been three courses open to 
the government. One of these advocated 
by the opposition was one he hoped 
would never be adopted in this province 
—a course of repudiation. That was the 
course advocated by Mr. Williams, Mr. 
Cotton and others. The second course 
was pointed out by the president of tho 
Nelson it Fort Sheppard railway who 
proposed to flic former government to 
be allowed to take up the extra land 
ill one mile blocks in the district of West 
Kooteuay. This would have involved 
:!SI blocks in the district which would 
have meant all the best, spots in th 
district, if the government had ag.-eed f 
it and would have been a calamity to 
the province. That being out of the 
question, the only other course was that 
which the government had adopted. The 
government had carried out their solemn 
duty and a course in the best interests 
of British Columbia. He remembered 
a saying that "The wisdom of a govern- 
ment is of more importance than the 
law." That was a true saying and he 
thought it would he found that tin- gov- 
ernment had done what was in the best 
interests of the province. 

Mr. Sword continuing the debute said 
that while the opposition claimed that 
the government had exceeded their pow- 
ers, they had not wished for repudiation. 

Mr. Muepherson argued that the gov- 
ernment in dealing with the question 
had exceeded their powers in not restrict- 
ing the company to the alternate sections 
and further he said that, there was now 
a voting population of 2,000 people on 
the land which had been affected. 

Hon. Mr. Turner remarked that Mr. 
Hunter had expressed his views so well 
along the very line he hud himself in- 
tended to speak that there was little left 
lo say. The position the opposition had 
taken' was virtually that of repudiation. 
When the Nelson & Fort Sheppard bill 
was passed the whole house understood 
perfectly well that the company was to 
get 10,240 acres a mile and the very gen- 
tlemen now speaking against it had un- 
derstood this. The opposition by their 
advocacy of repudiation were trying to 
drag the good name of British Columbia 
in the dirl. They wanted to say to the 
company that, they would not give the 
10,2-10 acres a mile to which the com- 
pany were entitled. According to the 
opposition if there had not been enough 
land in (he alternate sections to make 
up even ;!,000 acres the province was to 
refuse to make it up. The company 
were not taking the land out of the pro- 
vince and the population that had come 
in owing to the enterprise had given 
the land its value. If it had not been 
lor the railway the population would 
not have come in. 

Mr. Muepherson— The railway did not 
bring the population. 

Hon. Mr. Turner— -I say it did and my 
word is as good as yours. Because the 
land was now of value by reason of the 
railway enterprise the opposition did not 
want the company to get it. Even if it. 
was a bad bargain the province must 
honestly stick to it. As a matter of fact 
the resolution was only brought in for 
political purposes to try and throw a 
slur on the government. He would 
rather go out of office than have it. said 
he was trying to repudiate an obligation. 

Dr. Walkem would not vote for the 
motion because lie considered that, the 
government, hail acted in what: they 
thought to be the best interests of the 
province, but the government should 
have come buck to the house to have got 
a statute to deal with the land. 

Mr. Forster said thai the government 
had practically arrogated to themselves 
power to make new terms with the rail- 
way company. 

Mr. Williams closed the debate, saying 
in answer to Mr. Hunter's arguments 
that: the statutes of the other railways 
that gentleman referred to gave a specific 
right to the full amount, of their land 
grunts, while the Nelson & Fort Shep- 
pard only defined that the railway could 
not exceed a certain quantity, 
At this point the house took recess.

QUICK WORK. 
On motion of Mr. Helmcken the Muni- 
cipal Elections bill was read a second 
time, put: through committee, read a 
third time and passed. 

MUNICIPAL CLAUSES. 
Mr. Helmcken in moving tho second 
reading of the Municipal Clauses act, 
said that it was framed upon the report 
df the Municipal committee hand- 
ed in the other day. Under the 
circumstances he thought it unnecessary 
to go through the various provisions of 
the bill. 

The second reading was carried with- 
out discussion. 

The bill was then committee and some

A BY-LAW. 



To Bauble tlie Corporation of the City 
Victoria to Raise .the Sum of $lu,0UU 
/or Water Works Purposes. 

Whereas a jw.'titlou signed by the oivners 
of more than one-tenth of the value of the 
real property lit the Municipality of the 
said City of Victoria (as shown by the lust 
Assessment Roll) has been presented to the 
Municipal Council requesting them to Intro- 
duce a by-law for raising a sum ot money 
not exceeding $15,000 tor the purpose ol 
completing and rendering clTcctuully upera 
live the said water works of the said City 
uf Victoria. 

And whereas the estimated cost of com- 
pleting the said water works Is $10,001 
which sum It Is proposed to raise by way 
of loan upon the credit of the .said city as 
hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas it will require the sum ot 
$3,445 to be raised annually for the pay- 
ment of the debt Intended to be hereby 
created and the interest thereon. 

And whereas the amount of the whole 
ratable land and Improvements m- real 
property of the said Corporation of the CItv 
of Victoria according to the last revised 
Assessment Roll Is .flll.SU-i.aoS. 

And whereas it will require an minimi 
rate of 21-lOOths of a mill In the dollur for 
the payment of the Interest and creating 
an equal yearly sinking fund for paying 
the principal of the Bald Intended debt ac- 
cordlng to tho Municipal Clauses Act. 

And whereas this by-law may not be al- 
tered or repealed except with the consent 
of the Lieutenant Governor in Council. 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts 
us follows: 

1. It shall be lawful for the Mayor of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria to bor- 
row upon the credit of the said Corporation 
by way of the debentures hereinafter men- 
tioned from any person or persons or body 
or bodies corporate who may be willing to 
advance the siiine as n loan a sum of 
money not exceeding in the whole the sum 
uf fifteen thousand dollars currency or 
.sterling money at the rate of $4. SO 2-3 dol- 
lars to the one pound .sterling, and to cause 
all such sums so raised or received to be 
paid Into the hands of the Treasurer of the 
said Corporation for the purpose and with 
the object hereinbefore recited. 

2. It shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause any number of debentures to he 
made, executed and Issued for such sums 
as may he required, not exceeding, how- 
ever, the sum of $15,000.00 either la cur- 
rency (or sterling money at the rate of 
4. SO 2-,'l dollars to the one pound sterling) 
each of the said debentures being to the 
amount of $1,000.00, or Its sterling equiva- 
lent at the rate aforesaid, and all such de- 
bentures shall be sealed with the seal of 
the Corporation and signed by the .Mayor 
thereof. 

3. The snld debentures shall hear date 
the 1st day of July, 1808, and be made pay- 
able In live years from the said date at 
such place either In Great Britain, the 
United States of America or the Dominion 
of Canada, as may be designated thereon 
and shall have attached to them coupons 
for the payment of Interest, and the signa- 
tures to the Interest coupons, may he cither 
written, stamped, printed or lithographed. 

4. The said debentures shall bear Interest 
at the rate of 4 1 /, per cent, per annum from 
the date thereof, which interest shall be 
payable half yearly at such place cither In 
Croat Britain, the United States of Am- 
erica or the Dominion of Canada, as may 
be expressed in the debentures and cou- 
pons. 

5. It shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause the said debentures and the in- 
terest coupons, either or both, to he made 
payable at such place cither In Great 
Britain, the United States of America or 
the Dominion of Canada as may be desired. 

(J. For the purpose of raising annually a 
certain specific sum for the payment of the 
Interest on the said debentures during their 
currency there shall be raised annually the 
sum. of $070.00, and for the purpose of nils 
lug annually a certain speeltie sum for the 
payment of the debt at maturity there shall 
be raised annually the sum of $2,770.00. 

7. For the purpose of payment of the said 
annual sums In the next preceding pnm 
graph mentioned there shall be raised and 
levied In each year a rate of 21-100ths of one 
mill in the dollar on all the ratable land 
and Improvements or real property In the 
Municipality of the said Corporation of the 
City of Victoria during the continuance of 
the said debentures or any of thorn and 
such rate shall be raised and levied as to 
laud at Its assessed value on the said As- 
sessment Roll, and as to Improvements at 
fifty per cent, of their assessed value 
thereon. 

8. This by-law shall before tho final pas- 
sage thereof receive the assent of the elec- 
tors of the said- Corporation in the manner 
provided by the Municipal Clauses Act, and 
shall take effect ou the 1st day uf Julv, 
1898. 

!). This by-law lunv be cited as the 
"Water Works Loan By-law. 1S1IS."

THE SPANISH SOLDIER. 

lie Is Shnichy and Lnzy and Dirty, I'm 
Can Fight. 

(London Mail.) 

The little, lissom linesmen, who in nil 
human probability arc destined to meet 
in mortal combat the sturdy soldiers of 
"Uncle Sinn" would be the despair of 
an English or a German staff olllcer. 

Watch him as he slouches along; his 
tunic faded, torn, and probably minus a 
button or two; his red trousers frayed and 
threadbare; his feet, eased in the clumsy 
hempen sandals of the country; and bis 
hands mulllcd in hugh green woollen 
gloves, between the top of which and 
the sleeves of his tunic is usually to he 
been two or thre cinches of bare, brown, 
sinewy arm. He- carries his rifle any- 
how; nl the (rail, at the slope, muzzle 
foremost, slung at his back. .Not an in- 
spiriting picture! Pur from it. Never- 
theless that the Spaniard can light, and 
light well, too, on occasions, has proved 
on many a blocxi-stained field. At Igna- 
lnda, one of the fiercest battles of the 
lute Carl 1st war, an entire battalion had 
to choose between annihilating and sur- 
render, and selected the former. Despite 
his shullling gait, too, lay marches well 
and uncomplainingly, In fact, tin? Span- 
ish "Tommy" never seems to tire, and he 
is seldom out of temper. 

Two nionls n day, served :it !) a.m. and 
5 p.m., constitute the regular commis- 
sariat allowances, but, in addition, he is 
served in some corps with coffee and 
soup in the early morning. Bread, and 
bread only, at the rate of n pound and 
a half per mnu per day, constitutes the 
government ration. Any additional food 
he has to buy from the 1 regimental can- 
teen. This is kept by a civilian, but the 
seah> of prices is regulated by n regi- 
mental committee. Very little meat en- 
ters into the Spanish soldier's dietary. 
Perhaps this i.s the reason his wounds 



heal so rapidly and easily. A chunk of 
dry black bread, a little oil, and a clove 
ol garlic sullices him for the day. 

If to this he is able to add half a 
pint of wine that looks like red ink and 
tastes like vinegar and water, he is in 
clover. One thing, however, he will 
never consent to do without, and that is 
his cigarette. The number of these an 
average Spanish "Tommy" will consume 
m the course of the day is appalling. He 
rolls them himself, using a yellow, dry, 
dusty-looking tobacco, which possesses 
no more flavor to an English smoker's 
palate than would so much chopped 
straw. 

In theory every Spaniard must serve 
his twelve years in the army; but there, 

is a wide difference, in this ease at all i netuul living men in whose renown and

Iii Spain you must learn to wait. The 
first word I heard at Iran was nuinana 
(lo-morrow) in everybody's mouth. Man- 
1111a, mamma — no use to hurry; needless 
to reproach; ridiculous to scold; danger- 
ous to swear. Time is made for slaves. 
Now, your Spaniard may la? poor, starv- 
ing even, but he is no slave. Time is 
his property, and he will enforce' his 
rights to it. 

Spanish pride is proverbial. It has one 
good side, which results in every man 
thinking himself a gentleman. STou 
speak to your servant, to a shopman, to 
an artisan— as to an. equal. Even a 
troublesome beggar is addressed as broth- 
er, and adjured in the name of God to 
"remove himself out of the way," nil, 
including the beggar, reply with equal 
courtesy and respect. People may draw 
knives and kill each other, but their 
language i.s indite; they only wrangle and 
call names in the Cortes. All this is so 
singular, so thoroughly national. 1 
quite despair of making it comprehen- 
sible; it is the manner of a people who 
respect themselves, and by the action of 
this feeling impose respect on others. 

It is also true that, the pride -of the 
Spaniard blinds him 10 the truth— that 
he thinks or affects to think his country 
is still the first in Europe; and, passing 
with a flowing brush over the political 
insignificance into which Spain has fal- 
len for centuries, and is only now slowly 
recovering from, goes buck in fancy to 
the glorious days when the red and yel- 
low flag waved over two hemispheres, 
and her fleet rulcTl the world's seas. And 
as to the history of the past, which is 
at the bottom of these hallucinations, 
every one knows it. Not educated men 
merely, but the boy who cleans your 
shoes, the porter who carries your lug- 
gage, the peasant with his striped scarf, 
who tills the ground, the water carrier, 
the laborer in vineyard and olive 
ground, the swarthy torero who lights 
the bull, the dark gitano who plays the 
guitar, the peaceful sereno who paces the 
silent street, the very beggar who both- 
ers you for alms. Each and all raise 
(heir heads and their eyes glitter at the 
old names of yore, the Cid, King Jaime, 
Ferdinand, Isabella, Columbus, Pizarro, 
Cortes, Ximenes, and that incarnation of 
Spanish greatness, the Emperor Cha.-les 
V. Not mind you as heroes of old 
(ales, to be read of in chronicles, but as

events, between theory and practice. To 
begin with, any citizen can discbarge bis 
liability to serve by the payment, in a 
lump sum, of 1,200 pesetas. This sounds 
a good lot of money. But it takes twenty- 
live pesetas to equal an English sover- 
eign, so that he really has to disburse 
only about £48, Enormous numbers, 
even of the peasant class, have taken to 
availing themselves of the privilege. 
There has even sprung up in many of 
the provinces a special class of village 
usurers, who lend the "smart money" 
— at a ruinous rate of interest, of course 
— to young men who have been "drawn." 
Benefit clubs, having the same object 
in view, are also rife in the agricultural 
districts. This has the effect of in- 
creasing the Spanish revenues; but. from 
a military point of view it is deplorable. 
Pesides those who honorably purchase 
their exemption, large numbers of young 
men obtain what are known as "dispen- 
sations," absolving them from serving 
their time under any circumstances 
whatever. To get one of these "dis- 
pensations" it is not necessary to be 
either braver, wiser, or better than 
one's neighbors. Put one must have 
what the American cull a "pull" with 
the authorities. 

It is scarcely to be wondered at that 
the Spanish peasant tries his utmost 
to evade the conscription; for his treat- 
ment, from the moment he dons his coun- 
try's uniform until the moment be is 
discharged, is of the vilest He is bul- 
lied by his officers, ill-treated by his 
"non-coms.." and robbed by all. Nomin- 
ally his pay is seventy-five centimes 
(T',i;d.) a day. Often, however, for years 
together, he does not bandit! that much 
money in a month. The Spanish system 
of "army stoppage.!" in worked upon a 
sliding scale. The more money "Tom- 
my" lias "coming to him" at the end of 
the month, the greater is the sum kept 
back for this, that, or the other. 

And he dare not complain, for disci- 
pline is enforced with a relentless sever- 
ity that is neither more nor less than ap- 
palling. Desertion is punished by eight 
years' solitary confinement. For theft the 
penalties are as follows: If the amount 
stolen does not exceed 10 reals Ills.), 
imprisonment with hard labor for three 
years; from 10 to 200 reals (2s. 12). ten 
years' imprisonment; above 200 reals, 
death or hard labor for life. In the 
Spanish military code of laws there arc 
over eighty crimes, many of them of the 
most trivial nature, which are punish- 
able by death. Nevertheless, organized 
military revolts, known as "Fronuncia- 
inientos," are exceedingly common: and 
the entire army is said to be honeycomb- 
ed by secret; revolutionary societies. 

The total available strength of the 
Spanish army at the present moment is 
believed to be not more than about 
200,000 men; and of this number not by 
any means all art! efficient soldiers. On 
paper, it is true, more than double this 
number are shown. But it should be 
borne in mind that the Spanish war 
r.flice authorities have a playful way of in- 
cluding in their annual returns what are 
euphemistically designated "available re- 
cruits." These are really undrillcd men, 
who have never been enrolled, and who, 
most of them, probably, do not. know the 
foresight of a rifle from the trigger- 
guard. Their only claim to be designat- 
ed soldiers is that they have each signed 
a paper, agreeing to join the colors if 
called upon. 



glory they themselves share 

Caress his foibles and you will find 
your Spaniard charitable and charming. 
He does not. exalt himself upon other' 
ruin, nor discuss European calamities 
(he is too proud for that), to compare 
them wilh his own. On the contrary, he 
is willing to applaud as he would himself 
he praised. Always with a reservation, 
unexpressed, and perhaps hardly admit- 
ted even to himself, that the Spaniard is 
so immensely superior to all others, no 
comparison can possibly exist. But 
when he speaks of his country, he is in- 
solent, overbearing, unreasoning. For 
Spain, he will sing hymns of triumph 
all day long— in parliament, in journals, 
in speeches, pamphlets, books — Spain, a 
people of heroes, the great nation, the 
glory of centuries past, present and to 
come! Such is the Spaniard. The Inst 
to learn, the first to forget; always be- 
ginning, never ending; taking no les- 
sons from thi' past, despising the future; 
brave, indolent, frugal, honorable, vain, 
witli a faith to remove mountains, with 
a practice to let a molehill lie.

Fine weather was exper- 
ienced to Wellington, which was reach- 
ed at 'J a.m. on the -7th April, and at 
that port a considerable addition was 
made to the passenger list, almost filling 
the accommodation in every class. Af- 
ter receiving further mails on the fol- 
lowing day the steamer left again, mak- 
ing a very good run to Suva, and arriv- 
ing there at 7 a.m. on the 3rd inst. Tho 
ship left Suva the same day -and crossed 
the equator on the 8th inst. Strong 
head winds were met with to Honolulu, 
which was reached on the 11th inst. at 
S a.m., tho average speed being l'i% 
knots per hour. At Honolulu a further 
addition was made to the passenger list 
and upwards of -10 people had to be re- 
fused in consequence of the ship being 
full. Twont-three Utah-bound Mor- 
mons were left astern being of the 
number. Left Honolulu at p.m. 
on the 11th inst. fine weather 
prevailing for the remainder of the voy- 
age and the passage to this port being 
trade in the very short time of six days 
and 1!) hours, the average speed being 
14i/o knots per hour. The usual dc-Dk 
games, sports, and concerts were during 
the voyage held under the management 
of a committee of the passengers, am- 
ongst whom were: General Sir Tames 
Fraser Tytler, K.G.B., who served dur- 
ing the Indian mutiny, and Miss Fraser 
Tytler; Sir Kenneth Gumming, Hart., 
brigade surgeon (retired); Mr. ,T. Gould, 
of the firm of Gould, Beaumont & Co.,. 
Christchurch, N.Z., a director of the 
N. Z. S. Co., Ltd.; Mr. A. H. Miles, of 
Murray, Roberts & Co., merchants of 
New Zealand and Australia; Mr. YV. S. 
Davidson, managing director of the New 
Zealand and Australian Land Co.; Mr. 
B. N. Bealey, of Bealey Bros., Canter- 
bury, N.25., station holders; Mr. S. 13. 
Marriott, Mr. Marsden and Mr. Kynors- 
ley, both influential residents of Ha- 
waiian Islands. The Aorangi's average 
speed on the voyage was 1-1 knots per 
hour since leaving Sydney, which is one 
knot per hour above any former average 
maintained by any of tho other steam- 
ers. The record has been previoulsy hold 
by the Warrimoo on voyages 17, 18 and 
IS, under the command of the present 
commander of the Aorangi and she ar- 
rived on these three consecutive voyages 
between the hours of ti:.'I0 and 7 p.m. on 
each occasion. The Aorangi's average 
speed from this port to Sydney on her 
last voyage was 14 knots per hour. Mr. 
D. C. Benujc, formerly in the P. & O. 
service and recently chief engineer of 
the Miowera, is now chief engineer ol 
the Aorangi.

F. G. Davidge & Co., Ltd., does not ex- 
pire until September next, has been or- 
dered to load coal for San Franeisco. 
The men signed articles in December 
and have yet to serve three weeks 
aboard before these articles expire; Con- 
sequently their position yesterday was 
the peculiar one of being under compul- 
sion on the one hand and what they re- 
garded as danger on the other. Coal 
being contraband of war they feared 
that on the voyage to San Franeisco 
they might run foul of some Spanish 
cruiser and would there and then have 
their doom sealed. The Xingehow, bow- 
ever, is a British vessel and flies the 
British Hag. Her coal earao might be. 
seized, but this is the worst that, could 
happen her.

Swiftwater Bill's Experience 
Tort Angeles Man Foully 
Shot to Death.

Following closely upon the heels of 
Hie Queen, on which bIil- had gained 
lully half a day on the journey down, 
the steamer City of Seattle docked at tin; 
outer wharf yesterday with a large and 
motley list of passengers . These in- 
cluded one party of forty-four Lapland 
ers— short, thick-set, white-haired fellowi 
for the most part, and as picturesquely 
garbed a company as stagelaud has ever 
seen. In their peculiar red-slashed cos- 
tumes of fur or flannel, and wearing 
headgear that in form resembled nothing 
more than a many-spouted tea kettle, 
these Laps were curious enough in ap- 
pearance to attract attention anywhere. 
i*hey are described, however, as most 
expert backwoodsmen and the only men 
in the world capable of driving and 
handling reindeer. It was to take charge 
of Dr. Jackson's Quixotic expedition 
that they went North, and the ISO deer 
remaining alive having been sent up the 
trail, there was no longer any work Co; 
them at Haines' Mission, where the Se- 
attle received them as passengers. Ac- 
cording to present arrangements they 
are to disembark at Port Townsend and 
thence go to St. Michael's to join the 
colony of their countrymen. Later on 
in the season it is anticipated that they 
will be transferred to Circle City, from 
which point they will next winter op- 
erate a reindeer mail train for the 
United States government, 1,000 more 
aeer and 75 additional men completing 
the service. 

From Bennett lake the Seattle has 
news still further confirming the report 
of "Swiftwater Bill's" safety and his 
party's return to the coast. Bennett has 
had no further fatalities since the ice- 
breaks, told of in the Colonist yesterday, 
and the chief excitement at the lake has 
centred in the 'unusual ceremony of a 
wedding, the first to bo solemnized in any 
of the little circle of new cities. Mr. 
Perdue, an inbound Klondiker, and Mrs. 
McLean, a former resident of Seattle, 
were the principals in the ceremony 
performed at the new St. Andrew's 
church by Rev. Dickey. The bride 
groom at once proceeds to the land of 
gold, while Mrs. Perdue will abide at 
Bennett, waiting for the gold dust and 
nuggets he is to win from the notliern 
streams. Accidents continue to occur 
along the trails and coast with disastrous 
frequency, Ketchican being the scene )f 
one of the latest fatalities. By a fall 
over a bluff a resident mining man broka 
his leg. and as he was unable to move 
and lay with his injuries unattended to 
for sixteen hours, they had in that time 
become so serious that death resulted. 
The body is being brought down for 
burial at Seattle by the steamer Alki 

Just before the Seattle sailed from 
Skagway, on the 13th inst.. E. C. How 
the newspaper correspondent, returned 
from Lake LeBarge, having made 
fresh arrangements for going through to 
the interior. Howe says the Fifty -Mile 
river is entirely open and the water route 
from Bennett to Dawson will be open in 
n few days. The Canadian police were 
preparing to leave Tagish on the 10th 
of this month for Dawson. Already 
they had completed fifteen boats, each 
of which were thirty feet in length. 
The boats will carry in all 34 men and 
a large amount of provisions. Mr. 
Howe says that Macaulay's tramway at 
White Horse Rapids will not be com 
pleted in time to be opened for trans- 
portation this season, but that the Hop 
burn tramway is now completed and will 
prove a great convenience to Dawson 
bound pilgrims. For some time before 
Howe started back dozens of boats bad 
been shooting "White Horse rapids and 
not n single accident had so far, occur- 
red. A man named Warnekras had shot 
the rapids in a canvas boat in which 
were 1,200 pounds of freight. Mr. How( 
brings back word that Dr. Grant, t.hi 
gentleman who became prominently iden- 
tified with Skagway by his efforts in 
bringing about the construction of the 
church building, was at Lake Lebarge 
and intended going on to Dawson with 
the Canadian police in the capacity of 
surgeon. Up to ten days ago 0,000 poo 
lie had already passed Tagish for Daw- 
son, all of whom had the required 1,100 
pounds of provisions. Mr. Howe esti- 
mates that there tire yet 20,000 people 
between the summit and White Horse 
rapids. 

As to "Swiftwater Bill's" perilous ex- 
perience, the Skagway News of the 13rh 
inst. contains the following: "A rumor 
was current that W. C. Gates, bettor 
known as 'Swiftwater Bill,' hud with 
two of his female travelling companions, 
been drowned in the icy water of Liil< 
Bennett. Later, however, it turned out 
tha the story was not true, further than 
that 'Bill' and two women were thrown 
into the water by the overturning of a 
boat, and would certainly have been lost 
had they not been rescued by other par- 
ties who chanced to be in the immedi- 
ate vicinity at the time the accident oc- 
curred. It seems that \S. W.' is not so 



swift as he had been let! to suppose he 
was, and that while in the chilling wat- 
ers of Lake Bennett ho did not say to 
his rescuer, 'I'll cut do cards wid ye foi" 
a tousand.' " 

Latest information as to the recent 
murder on the Dyea trail points to the 
victim us a prospector named McGui.-e, 
hailing from Port Angeles. The crime 
Was unquestionably committed for rob- 
bery, us nil the pockets were emptied 
and turned wrongside out. Eighty doll- 
ars had, however, been overlooked, cou- 
ccaled in the sock, and this money has 
been used to defray burial expenses. 

Walter Chappie, who was reported to 
have been killed ia the great snow sli U 
at Sheep Camp, is alive and well. He 
was in the path of the slide and buried 
tor several hours under the debris, biit 
was rescued before life was extinct. He 
was in Dyea several days ago but it: is 
not known whether he intends going 
through to Dawson or not.

THE CAItTHEW HEARING. 

Directors Considered That Their Agent 
Exceeded His Authority in Buying 
Crittenden Property. 

In the city police court yesterday af- 
ternoon Mr. A. L. Belyea continued the 
cross-examination of Mr. T. Shaw Safe, 
the prosecutor in the case of J. A. Car- 
thew, charged with misappropriating the 
funds of the Explorers' and Travellers' 
company. Mr. Belyea .commenced by 
making seme inquiries* regarding the 
:ompany, to which an objection was en- 
tered by Mr. Cassidy. The witness pro- 
duced his power of attorney to act as 
nt for the company, which he said 
was not registered in this country, but 
in London. They had at one time agreed 
to sell their assets to the company 
known as the Dewindt Exploration com- 
pany, which, however, had not been 
floated. The time that £500 for the 
wharf and JfliOO for the waterworks had 
been sent to Mr. Carthew, was about the 
same time that the scheme was on to 
transfer tho assets to the Dewindt com- 
pany. Che company were certainly an- 
xious at that time for the works at 
Wrangel to go on; in fact they cabled 
for Carthew to send word that ho had 
purchased the waterworks and commenc- 
ed work on the hotel and wharf. He 
had been sent £1,000 to commence work. 
1 hey made no arrangements for credit 
on this coast. The company were wait- 
ing for an estimate from Carthew as to 
the cost of the works and they also 
wanted his opinion as to what was re- 
quired iu tho way of an hotel and wharf. 
I hey thought of erecting an hotel 
about fifty rooms. After it was known 
that the attempt to float the Dewindt 
company had failed the company cable 
Carthew that the money already sent 
him must last him until the end of April, 
when it was intended to send a man 
from London to take charge. 

The company first received word from 
Carthew that he had purchased the 
Crittenden property, paying .$1,000 down, 
on March 19. They di.l not quite under- 
stand the cable nor did they like the 
appearance of the transaction, so they 
did not reply. To witness personally it 
looked as though Carthew was bargain- 
ing for the property with the company's 
money but the other directors present, 
when the matter was discussed, thought 
that if Carthew had done so he had ex- 
ceeded his authority. When Carthew 
cabled asking whether he should sell the 
Crittenden property, it was thought that 
he referred to the property purchased 
by witness during his visit to Wrangel 
and he was instructed not to sell any- 
thing belonging- to the company. The 
$1,000 paid by Carthew on these lots was 
the .$1,000 he was charged with misap- 
propriating. At Wrangel Carthew said 
he would hold the company responsible 
for the money but witness replied that 
such a proposition was preposterous. 

The company simply expected Carthew 
to commence work with the £1,000. Etc 
could have cleared the site, put the ma- 
chinery together and driven a few pile 
for the wharf with the money. No 
receipts were received from Carthew for 
money expended. Witness objected to 
Carthew charging tho company for 120 
days' work when ho was only engaged 
1)0 days and also to the item of $000 
expenses. 

The examination will be continued at 
10:30 this morning.

The inquiry into the allegations re- 
garding the business methods of the lands 
and works department, which is being 
conducted by Hon. Mr. Justice Walkem, 
the commissioner appointed by the gov- 
ernment, will in all probability be by far 
the shortest Royal Commission ever held 
in the province. Were it not for the 
fact that Mr. R. F. Tolniie, one of the 
witnesses, is in Nelson, to-day would 
see tho end of the commission as far as 
the taking of evidence is concerned. As 
it is one witness, Mr. F. (!. Richards, 
on whose information the editor of the 
Times said on Tuesday that he based 
his article, will be examined this morn- 
ing and Mr. Tolmie's testimony will be 
taken as soon as ho can reach the city, 
he having been telegraphed for. 

Yesterday all the officials of the lauds 
and works department, from the chief 
c< mmissioncr down to the junior clerk, 
with the exception of one clerk, Mr. 
Cuppage, who could not attend, were ex- 
amined and one and all denied any know- 
ledge of the alleged misconduct of busi- 
ness. 

In opening, the commissioner pointed 
out to the editor of the Times that he 
had allowed him a very wide scope in 
giving his evidence. In fact he had al 
lowed him to go beyond the question 
which the commission called upon him 
to investigate. The commission mere- 
ly covered that part of the article of 
May 11 regarding the payment of fees 
expediting public business in the de- 
the editor of the Times would, however, 
be allowed to stand. 

The commissioner had prepared a list 
of questions which he asked the wit- 
nesses as follows: 

Have you ever, directly or indirectly, 
requested any fee, remuneration or re- 
ward of any kind for tin? purpose of 
expediting public business in the de- 
partment i 

Have you ever been offered any fee 
or compensation of any kind for such 
purpose? 

Have you ever heard of anybody in 
the department having requested or 
been offered n fee? 

Have you ever hoard of $10 being of- 
fered in a jocular or other manner by 
Mr. It. P. Tolniie to Mr. Tom Kains, 
the surveyor-general? 

To all those questions each and every 
one of the witnesses replied in the nega- 
tive. They also replied, after the ar- 
ticle had boon read to them, that they 
knew nothing of the allegations con 
tained therein. 

The first witness was Mr. W. S. Gore, 
deputy commissioner of lands and 
works, who having answered in the 
negative the questions of the commis- 
sioner explained some of the other 
allegations made by the editor of the 
Times in his evidence. The editor of the 
Times had referred to an article of April 
20, in which it was charged that his 
brother had . been paid for eight months 
when he had been but four months in 
the lield. His brother had worked every 
day for which he was paid, in fact the 
other surveyors had been paid at a great- 
er ratio. Mr. Drewry, for instance, had 
been paid for nine months while the men 
who were with him in the field were paid 
for but live months and five days. The 
discrepancy in the time the surveyors 
are in the field and the time, they -yc 
paid for, was easily xeplained. Befon 
going out in the field a surveyor has a 
great deal of work to do and after his 
return he has to spend considerable 
time plotting and completing the sur- 
vey. So that the time a man spends in 
the field is only a small part of the time 
that he i:s at work. All the other sur- 
veyors were paid in the same way, and 
it was so shown in the public account 
but the name of his brother had bet 
lucked out: with the evident intention • 
insinuating that he, witness, had used 
his position to advance the interests of 
his brother. 

Hon. G. B. Martin, chief commissionc. 
of lands and works, nnswered "no" to 
the questions of the commissioner. II: 
had read the article and the re was no 
truth in the allegations made therein. 
In regard to his alleged conversation 
with Mr. Sorby about: the ollicials leav- 
ing the office early, referred to by tin 
editor of the Times, he might: have made 
such a remark, but ho would like to ex- 
plain that for fifteen months the offi- 
cials hud been working an hour a day 
longer than required by the statute, for 
which they had not received any extra 
pay. 

Mr. Tom Kains, surveyor-general, af- 
ter answering the questions of the com 
n issioner, said he had never received 
$10 or any other sum from Mr. Tolmie. 
Mr. Tolmie might in a jocular way have 
mentioned $10 and witness might joking- 
ly have said "Where is your $10?" but 
he could not: remember such an occur- 
rence. One thing was certain, he never 
received $10 or any other sum from Mr. 
Tolmie. 

Mr. E. B. McKay chief draughtsman 
replied in the negative to the commission 
er's questions and to the editor of the 
Times the witness said he had never 
stated to Mr. Richards that: he had seen 
money pass to expedite business. 

The Commissioner — Nor to anybodv 
else? 

Mr. McKay— Nor to anybody else. 

The other witnesses were Messrs. B. 
II. Johns, chief clerk; T. C. Bolton, 
clerk: Thomas Bamford, draughtsman; 
G. M. Roberts, T. Phipps, Thos. E. 
Wooleridge, Henry Cathcart, Win. Cor- 
don, Alfred Hood, T. A. Pope and A. S. 
Core, nil employed in the lands and 
works department. They replied in the 
negative to the commissioner's questions. 

The commissioner will sic at: 10 this 
morning to take the evidence of Mr. F. 
G. Richards.
